A Little Eight-year old! Girl is Outraged 
by a Monsier in Human Form. 

We learn from the Carlisle Mercu- 
ry the following particulars of a most 
brutal outrage committed on the per- 
son of a little eight-year old child, the 
daughter of Harry Cofer, who lives 
near Sharpsburg in our neighboring 
county of Bath. 

On Monday afternoon last,as Cofer’s 
little children, together with others, 
were playing near his cabin home, a 
man riding horseback,came along,and, 
in adrunken, profane manner,ordered 
the children to get out of the way. 
One of the children—Becky Cofer,be- 
tween 7 and 8 years old—playful, in- 
nocent, and fearing no harm, did not 
move as fast as the rest, when the in- 
human monster alighted from his 
horse, ran after her, caught her, and, 
horrible to relate, attempted to ravish 
her person. Firmly clasped in his 
strong arms, the little thing was as a 
toy. She could do nothing but scream, 
he all the time threatening her with 
cruel oaths, when her mother made 
her appearance. As she approached 
him, he cried out to her, “d—n you,if 
you come here I'll treat you the same 
way.” Frantic and almost distracted, 
she appealed to him to desist, and ran 
to the house, as she said, to call her 
husband—knowing he was not at 
home, but hoping it would have the 
effect of making the man leave. Satis- 
fying his brutal instincts, he left the 
girl on the ground, speechless and uns 
conscious, and, remounting his horse, 
hastened away—uttering profane,vuls 
gar epithets as he was leaving. Phy- 
sicians from Sharpsburg were sum> 
moned as soon as possible. We are 
glad to learn an examination showed 
he had not succeeded in his hellish de> 
signs, though another report reaches 
us that he did. But this evidently is 
amistake, Herunder garments and 
dress were torn, disordered and be- 
fouled in a shocking manner by the 
heartless villain. 

The above are the circumstances 
as related to us by trustworthy per- 
sous. We could give more—detailing 
the conduct and language of the scoun- 
drel—but they are too revolting to ap- 
pear in public print. 

When the facts became known a 
fecling of indignation pervaded 
Sharpsburg, and the whole communi- 
ty, and had the fellow been caught 
then there would have short work of 
him.

It 
is known that he had been at Mt. 
Sterling on Monday and left there in 
a drunken condition, and there are 
other evidences against him, though 
he denied the crime. He was brought 
to Carlisle on Tuesday evening, and 
after resting for awhile, the captors 
took him to Sharpsburg. He was 
placed under a strong guard during 
the night, and was to be tried yester- 
day. Up to this writing we have not 
heard the result. But if he is the guil- 
ty one wo wouldn't give a fig for his 
life.
